Much of the news coming from S5&t.

He 
is helpless, for the reason that nothi 
can be sent out before it goes thro 
the hands of the press censor. Both the 
Russian and the Japanese heads of armies, 
by means of the censorhip, late the 
communications with the world, and can 
instigate dispatches and suppress the 
truth in accordance with their secret pur- 
poses. 

Gen. Kuropatkin expects to reach Muk- 
den March 26. Everything will be side- 
tracked in order to get him to the front 
on schedule time. e general may pro- 
ceed on a flying visit to Port Arthur, but 
he is more likely to enter at once upon 
his duties as commander-in-chief of the 
Manchurian army. He bears an auto 
graph letter from the Emperor to Viceroy 
Alexief, to whom he will report. It is un- 
derstood that the viceroy then will turn 
over the entire direction of the land ope- 
mations to Gen. Kuropatkin, who. will 
transmit his reports . the Emperor 
through the viceroy, but practically this 
is the only en on which Viceroy Alex- 
= will maintain superiority. 

A superstitious idea prevails here that 
Kuropatkin will signal his birthday, 
which occurs on March 30, and which is 
also his patron saint’s day, ‘with some im- 
portant act. 

Today’s dispatches from the Russian 
headquarters at Mukden say that on ac- 
count of the difficulty of housing the vast 
number of troops poured into Mukden, 
14,000 have been sent forward towards the 
Yalu river as reinforcements for the 
troops there, and the stream of soldiers 
from European Russia is now being held 
at Harbin. 

The housing problem will di 
with the advent of warmer weather, but 
in the meantime the government is aurry- 
ing forward large numbers of portable col- 
lapsible wooden quarters, 1800 of these 
having already been despatched from St.

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THE ANTI-MONOPOLY MANDATE. 

The decision of the majority of the supreme court in the 
Northern Securities case, which closely follows in all essential 
points the sweeping opinion of Judge Thayer, is a final de- 
termination of that case and requires no further action to 
give full effect to the decree of the lower court. The circuit 
court enjoined the merger company from attempting to exer- 


| @ise any control of, or to vote, or to draw dividends on any 


stock of the merged companies; it enjoined the merged com- 
panies from permitting the merger company to exercise any 
control of their business. The Northern Securities Co. is en- 
joined from accomplishing the monopoly purpose for which it 
was designed. 

An interesting question now arises as to the scope and ef- 
fect of the decision with regard to other trusts and combina- 
tions. The decision plainly points to these comprehensive con- 
_ ¢lusions: 

_ 1, All combinations or agreements of railroads or industrials 
_ fm restraint of interstate or international commerce are illegal. 

2. Combinations having the power to restrain interstate or in- 
ternational trade, whether it is-exercised or not, are illegal. The 
power of restraining interstate commerce cannot be intrusted to 
any combination. 

8. Although the court refrains from touching specifically the 
question of the legality of consolidating competing industries by 
purchase, yet the principles laid down clearly point to the con- 
cluidh that the law would interfere if the purchase resulted in 
the restraint of interstate commerce or the repression of compe- 
tition. | 

The tests of the illegality of any combination, suggested by 
‘the decision, are clear and simple: 

Ie it a combination of two or more industries? 

Has it the power to restrain interstate or international] com- 
amerce? 

How far-reaching the decision is may be conceived by the 
application of these conclusions and tests to combinations and 
trusts. The hint comes from Mr. Hill and others that a plan 
has been devised to accomplish the purpose of ‘the mefger 
scheme without violating the law. The plan must be a won- 
_ erful contrivance. 680 great scope and force is given to the 
anti-trust law by the court that it would require extraor- 
dinary ingenuity, a veritable genius for evasion, to devise a 
combination in restraint of jnterstate commerce which would 
evade the provisions of this act. 

The ‘way is open for effective attack upon every monopoly 
combination which menaces the public welfare through the 
restraint of trade between the states, or with foreign na- 
‘tions; but, as Mr. Hill significantly remarks, the effect of the 

decision upon other companies “depends upon whether the law, 
as interpreted by the supreme court, will be executed.” 
In short, the question of the efficacy of the law depends 
upon the administration. The people have expressed their wil!

Another suggestion that contains much of value 
regard to public lavatories. The least that should 
this line is to make the publie comfort stations in Forest 
and elsewhere fit for public use.

The suggestions regarding law enforcement are most valu- 
able. Unless the laws in regard to street car service, gambling 
and other illegal practices are strictly enforced, the city will 
win an evil reputation. The citizens and the public authorities 
should co-operate in carrying out all suggestions of value in 
bringing the city up to the standard that has been set for it 
under the ideal of the New St. Louis,

should have greatly increased in number. Collections are being 
solicited for individuals and institutions, and the charitably 
disposed have no means of deciding ag to the merit of such 
appeals for aid. In order to meet this situation, the investi- 
gating committee of the St. Louis Provident Association will 
make reports, free of charge, as to the standing and merit 
of all applicants, on being requested so to do by those inter- 
ested. The object is not to divert contributions to the Provi- 
dent Association for distribution, but to give such information 
as shall prevent fraud and insure the relief of those actually 


in need. 
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DO DEMOCRATS LOVE DEFEAT? 

A correspondent who describes himself as “A Bryanite,” re- 
ferring to the statement that the Democrats, by reaffiming 
the Bryan platform, might lose Missouri and Kentucky, asserts 
that the nomination of Mr. Cleveland, or any other Gold Dem- 
ocrat, would result in the loss of Missouri by 40,000 votes. 

Mr. Cleveland probably would lose more votes in the extreme 
Bryan following than any- other anti-Bryan Democrat, but on 
the other hand he would gain more votes from other elements 
than any other Democrat. He would get the independent 
vote. He would draw to the Democratic party a large per- 
centage of manufacturers and conservative business men whe 
usually support the Republican party. 

But granting that. Mr. Cleveland, or any other anti-Bryan 
candidate, would lose Missouri, he would gain other states 
which Bryanism has alienated from the Democratic party. 
Mr. Cleveland would regain the former Democratic eastern 
states and would make the states of the Central West good 
fighting ground for the Democracy. The Democrats under his 
leadership would have an excellent chance to carry Illinois, 
Indiana and Wisconsin. Even Ohio, with its strong anti-Roose- 
velt sentiment among the Republicans, would offer possibili- 
ties to a conservative Democrat. 5: 

But with a Bryan candidate on a free silver platform the 
Democrats would not have a ghost of a chance to offset the 
loss of Missouri and Kentucky, with gains elsewhere. They 
could expect nothing but loss upon loss. 

The difference between Bryan leadership and Cleveland lead- 
ership is the difference between despair and hope, between cer- 
tain defeat and a chance, of victory—Victory hinging oppor- 
tunity for valuable public service upon vital lines. 
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“We do not intend to run amuck,” says Attorney-General 
Knox This is sensible, but does the attorney-general mean to 
intimate that the administration will quit chasing the trusts

The bears had their innings today, and 
they cut down yesterday's gains in price 
2y%c in wheat, %c to 4c in corn and %c in 
oats. From start to finish they held con- 
trol. the rallies small and fleeting,. and 


they forced out considerable long stuff by 
the declines they effected. The plaform on 
which the short sellers of wheat started 
their campaign was made up of better 
weather and crop prospects, poor flour 
trade, no foreign trade and the popular su- 
perstition that it is a “sure shot’ to sell 
wheat before 8t. Patrick’s day, ‘“‘to get 
ahead of the Irish."’ The cearse grains 
were largely influenced by the break in 
wheat, though there were also reports of 
increased country offerings of both corn 
and oats and a let-up in foreign buying of 
corn. It was notable in the local market 
that cash grain of good quality was firmly 
maintained in value, corn even gelling high- 
er, as the —. offerings small. The decline 
in futures c ked milling buying of wheat. 
it was gossiped in the pit that Armour was 
largely lor on wheat in the Bt. s 
market, and the fact that his man. Valen- 
tine, had said, “St. Louis is the cheapest 
market to buy wheat in,” appearing to 
confirm this.

OHICAGO, March 16.—Predictions of rain or 
snow in Kansas and other sections of the south- 
west caused general selling in Wheat today.
